Starting  with  the  baseball  schedule 
next  year  there  will  be  a  marked 
change  in  the  athletic  policy  of  the 
fchoal.  It  has  been  demmed  wise  by 
those  in  charge  to  drop  teams  which 
totally  outclass  us  from  the  sport 
schedules.  One  of  the  most  import- 
ant changes  will  be  noticed  in  the 
football  schedule  from  which  Milton 
Academy  has  been  dropped.  It  is,  of 
course  distinctly  understood  that  there 
is  no  feeling  against  this  wortly 
school ;  but  a  game  with  someone  in 
our  own  class  is  much  more  desire- 
able.  Negotiations  have  been  opened 
up  with  Tabor  Academy,  a  school 
slightly  larger  numerically,  but  sup- 
porting teams  which  we  can  cope  with 
equally.  Two-year  contracts  have 
been  arranged  in  football  and  base- 
ball, and  we  hope  to  fit  them  into  ouv 
schedules  permanently.  They  have 
previously  played  teams  which  we 
have  played  and  should  be  able  to  give 
us  a  fine  mid-season  objective.  "Larry"' 
Leavitt  is  in  charge  of  sports  down 
there,  which  is  assurance  enough  of 
the  teams  ability  and  sportsmanship. 
Belmont  Hill  School,  a  private  day 
school  in  Greater  Boston,  is  the  other 
new-comer  on  the  schedule.  They  have 
a  fine  reputation  in  athletics,  and  are 
certain  to  prove  themselves  strong 
opposition. 

Another  movement  in  this  same  di- 
rection is  the  dropping  of  Middlesex 
and  Groton  from  the  baseball  schedule 
this  spring.  In  games  with  these 
teams  we  are  almost  sure  to  be  help- 
less victims.  Last  years  fine  team 
made  an  exception  to  this  rule,  but 
generally  speaking  it  is  a  bad  plan 
to  put  the  team  up  against  such  on- 
ponents.
